Ans.  While  Messrs.  Ford  and  Breen  are  to  a great  extent 

sponsible  for  the  eighteenth  edition  of  the  Standard  Catalogue,  mi 
of  the  repricing  information  used  in  the  basic  compilation  was 
tained  from  several  prominent  collaborators.  Mrs.  Raymond  cq 
upon  Ford  and  Breen,  since  both  gentlemen  worked  with  Wayte  R. 
mond  on  the  last  two  editions,  having  in  1952  and  1954  greet 
revised  the  format  of  the  book. 

Not  satisfied  with  just  averaging  out  the  price  contributions  maj 
they  made  an  analysis  of  the  market  based  upon  bona  fide  so; 
both  public  and  private.  For  that  reason,  the  resulting  valuationaj 
the  Standard  Catalogue  are  arranged  on  a ratio  pattern,  each  cs 
being  priced  both  upon  its  own  merit  and  its  relationship  to  the  app:i 
priate  series  as  a whole.  Where  it  was  evident  that  the  price  arri'^ 
at  was  flexible,  that  price  was  placed  in  italics.  An  italicized  vq 
ation  in  the  Standard  Catalogue  means  that  the  reader  should  look 
further  information  concerning  the  item  in  question.  Some  coins  prii 
in  italics  have  actual  records  higher  than  the  value  given;  oth’ 
like  the  '52  Proof  set,  are  already  selling  for  less  than  the  price  f- 
ore  listed  at.  In  addition  to  a different  approach  towards  arriving 
prices,  the  Standard  Catalogue  contains  a great  deal  of  little  kne 
technical  information.  For  instance,  there  is  a section  on  restrili 
worth  by  itself  the  full  price  of  the  book.  Much  of  the  "info"  gi' 
in  the  Roymond  reference  cannot  be  found  elsewhere,  because  i 
Raymond  sent  Breen  to  the  National  Archives  in  Washington,  ove 
period  of  several  years,  just  to  unearth  it.  The  Colonial  section 
greatly  expanded,  the  Massachusetts  Silver  being  broken  down 
types,  with  Noe  and  Crosby  numbers;  the  Early  Mint  issues  of  IT 
are  described  in  complete  detail;  many  regular  coins  not  listed  el' 
where  are  included,  including  all  of  the  confusing  1831,  36,  1840- 
and  '52  Half  Cent  varieties,  the  '59  "Transitional"  Cent,  the 
Small  date  Dime,  the  1892  T-l  and  T-ll  Quarters,  the  1849  G: 
Dollar  types,  and  numerous  other  varieties  and  sub-types,  include 
many  recut  and  re-engraved  dates,  etc.  Actually,  we  just  can't 
all  of  the  material  in  the  Standard  Catalogue  that  cannot  be  foil 
elsewhere.  Almost  everything  in  it  is  different,  including  a gn» 
many  of  the  valuations,  which  range  all  the  way  from  less  than  h 
of  the  Guidebook  prices  to  several  times  as  high. 

In  our  opinion,  every  advanced  collector  needs  a copy  of 
Standard  Catalogue.  We  can't  conceive  how  a dealer  could  do  wi  thi 
it.  The  Whitman  published  Guidebook  is,  frankly,  a wonderful  buyi 
$1.75.  It  contains  a tremendous  amount  of  information,  and  cc 
fully  used,  should  be  of  great  help.  However,  it  is  different  than 
Standard  Catalogue.  That  difference,  the  publishers  apparently  th 
is  worth  $4.25.  The  only  way  to  agree  or  disagree  with  them,  ia 
obtain  the  Raymond  work  and  read  or  use  it.
